the loose coalition of blot! known as the Demo­ 
cratic party has been demonstrating lately. 


The Republican party has been the more com­ 
pact of the two major parties since the Civil war. 
with the exception of the split caused by the apos­ 
tasy of the first Roosevelt. Even today, despite its 
troubles, which the opposition naturally exagger­ 
ates, the Republican party has within its ranks a 
stronger pull toward unity than the Democratic 
party, though It has those two strong cohesive ele­ 
ment*, patronage and responsibility. 


r'O R M E R Gov. Landon’a speech Tuesday night la 
U chiefly important as a public rem inder that the 
two party system* in the United States still is a 


going institution. 
Addressing his remarks to “the 17,000,000 men and 
women who voted for the Republican ticket last 
fall/* Mr. Landon kept the political issue very much 
alive with his declaration that President Roose­ 
velt’s insistence on a “one-man government’’ threat­ 
ens America with war aud has caused progress to 


lag within her borders. 


Unlike the old days, when the minority party lay 
dormant between elections, there Is need today of 
constant and unremitting activity to keep the party 
in pace with the faster tempo of political affairs. 
This started as long ago as the middle of Presi­ 
dent W ilson’s second term when Republican leaders 
organized their party In advance to take advantage 
of the opposition’s Inevitable decline in strength 
after eight years of responsibility In wartime. When 
the election come, the Republicans were better pre­ 
pared for It than the Democrats, and they won. 


In 1928, after eight years of Republican ascend* 
am y. Democrats borrowed a leaf from the Republl- 
can 
book 
and 
prepared 
themselves 
in 
advance 
for the 1932 election, bringing into play tbs ‘smear’’ 
campaign against the Incumbent. W hether President 
Hoover could have been reelected under any cir­ 
cum stances with tho depression on his record Is 
problematic, but the Democrats undoubtedly capi­ 
talised aggressively on the decline of his popularity. 


R 
e p u b l i c a n s fouud it difficult to reorganize 
after 1932. They found themselves blocked by 
an old rule In politics, that th* majority party is 
Impregnable if conditions are improving, defenseless 
Jf they’re getting worse. 
They did succeed In organising them selves alter 
a fashion for the 1936 campaign, and they polled 
16,600.000 votes for Gov. Landon despite their num­ 
erous handicaps, greatest of which was President 
Roosevelt's overwhelming personal popularity. 
It is time now to reorganize again in preparation 
for the congressional election next year and for the 
presidential election of 1940. Republican leaders are 
convinced, as Americans generally are convinced, 
that there is demand for and need of an effective 
opposition. The nation s political instinct still is for 
the two party system. As the coalition which hap­ 
pens to he the majority shows more and more signs 
of the weakness that result from accepting respon­ 
sibility ami making the Inevitable mistakes that go 
with power, the intrinsic usefulness of the two party 
system becomes more evident. 
This is another old rule in national polities, that 
popular support shifts from the party in power to 
the minority. It is, in effect, the structure of the 
two party system. Republicans are convinced that 
this nile still is operative and that sooner or later 
they will be beneficiaries of tho sam e shift which 
elevated tho Democrats in 1932. 
They are convinced it will pay to begin prepara­ 
tions for responsibility early. It will bo a hard task. 
They are divided iii their opinions, but they must 
overcome thou differences for the purpose of per­ 
forming the traditional function of a minority party. 
Mr. Landon's speech is a detail iii the party’* prep­ 
arations.

Business Unrest’s With Us Again And While 


Everybody Talks,No One Knows What To Do

T he fundamental fact of the mat­ 
ter is that there does not exist any 
dependable scientific knowledge of 
tho business cycle.

In the study on “ Prosperity 
and Depression'' just m ade for the 
League of Nations by 
Professor

gent theories held by reputable and 
competent economists. We are ob­ 
viously moving in a region, there­ 
fore, where nobody knows clearly 
what he is talking about, in a reg­ 
ion not yet brought securely within 
the frontiers of human knowledge.

UT tile m atter is complicated 
further by the fact that the 
economic process, which no one 
understands very well, is today In 
every part of the world subject to 
tho 
m anagement 
of 
politicians, 
mystic#, demagogues, prophets and 
soldiers, who do not understand It 
at all. In the 19th century, although 
no one knew much about th,* busi­ 
ness cycle, recovery used to come 
after a while because nobody In­ 
terfered 
with 
It. 
Hut 
nowadays 
nearly every government has taken 
charge of its own sector of the 
economic system, and what we arn 
experiencing 
is 
neither 
recovery 
nor an administered recovery, but 
a had conblnatlon of the two. 
No one knows what these provi­ 
dential governments are going to 
do next because they themselves 
do not know. They live on a 24- 
hour basis, with one eye on the 
stock market, another on a few 
dubious statistics, with their hand 
on what they call the public pulse 
and their ears to the ground. Un­ 
der these conditions private Initi­ 
ative ie, of course, paralyzed since 
no man knows what the govern­ 
ment will demand of him tomor­ 
row, and government initiative is 
paralyzed because the government 


does not know from day to day 
what it is going to imagine the peo­ 
ple want.

change hut a governmental bourn, 
subsidized by paper money. #nd

armaments,

works and doles. 
They seem to say that bere and 
abroad, 
for one reason

other, a genuine recovery beyond 
the levels of 1935 has been pre­ 
vented: The stock m arkets seem, 
in other words, to be responding 
not to the machinacal effects of 
m onetary inflation but to ho re­ 
flecting Judgment of business men 
on the prospects of private busi­ 
ness. 


I 
T WOULD appear as if men as 
men still had within themselves 
all the energies that have in the 
past caused them to work, to save, 
arid to be enterprising, but that 
those energies are throttled, not 
merely In Washington, hut almost 
everywhere In the world. In the 
totalitarian 
states everything 
Is, 
of course, at the service of the mili­ 
tary; there is virtually no capital­ 
ism left. 
In 
France and 'In 
the 
United States, to a much lesser 
degree in 
Britain, 
the capitalist 
system Is paralyzed at its core by 
the fact that the party in power I 
Is hostile to that system. W e are I 
trying to operate a capitalism ays-1 
fem under a government which dis­ 
l i k e s the system, and would,. If it 
had the courage and the power. 
replace it by the collective swstem. 
This Inner conflict between the 
nature of free capitalism and the 
real purposes of the government 
has created a deadlock. Business 
cannot proceed because it Is ter­ 
rorized by the new dealers; 
the 
new dealers cannot proceed 
be­ 
cause, being only halfhearted col­ 
lectivists, they do not dare to fol­ 
low out the logic of their own 
ideas. W hat the new dealers would 
like Is to have very prosperous 
business which they could milk In 
order to provide the subsidies up­ 
on wtych their political power Is 
founded. They would like, so to 
speak, to have capitalism finance 
its own gradual extinction. 
That they cannot have. If they 
want a prosperous capitalism, they 
will have 
to 
give 
business 
the 
security under which it can pros­ 
per; lf they want collectivism, they 
must be prepared to face the grim 
fact that, once they have made th© 
choice, capitalism will not go on 
Imperturahly producing wealth for 
them. but will become paralyzed 
ami will stagnate. They can move 
into collectivism only through a 
severe 
depression 
and 
s 
great 
social crisic. They cannot .move in­ 
to 
It accompanied 
by a Joyous 
boom. 
That is th© real issue. In France 
the Issue came to a head last sum ­ 
mer. and the French new dealers 
have ever since been saving their 
faces while they retreated. Here. 
the issue seems to bo coining to a 
head now. But since we have irre­

The death and maiming Mich day of hundreds 
of citizens has become a commonplace item of in­ 
formation. It has berome very difficult to arouse 
public interest to acute aw areness of the element 
of risk in automotive transportation. 
•Die death toll increased too slowly at first and 
was too carelessly noted. Th© safety factor was ig­ 
nored In the scramble for advantage in a competi­ 
tive business. The country went wild over th© bless­ 
ing* of automotive transportation aud forgot the 
curse. 
Aviation can well afford not to make th© same 
mistake.

Failure To Cut Expenses Makes Roosevelt’s 


Method Of Reducing Deficit An Unsound One 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


U 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—There 
are two ways of looking at the 
budget figures Just issued by P res­ 
ident 
Roosevelt— each 
of 
them 
leading to opposite conclusions. 
One way to appraise the figures 
is to say that, since the federal 
government cuts its deficit from 
about $2,700,000,000 last year down 
to $700,000,000 for the present fis­ 
cal year, ending June 30 next, this 
is 
substantial 
progress 
and 
the 
right trend. 
The other way to evaluate the 
President's announcement is to lay 
stress on the fact that, last Jan u ­ 
ary, the prediction was for a sur­ 
plus of $37,000,000, and. last April, 
this was revised to an expected 
deficit of $418,000,000, and now in 
October, the deficit is revised still 
further, iudicating aramid $7^0.000,- 
000 as the expected result by the 
end of next June. 
Either analysis 
Is logical, 
but 
what 
the 
country doesn’t 
know 
about these figures is that, next 
March, there will have to be a fur­ 
ther revision of the estim ated de­ 
ficit to take into account the cer­ 
tain falling off in tax receipts due 
to bad business in the third and 
fourth quarters of 1937 and alsa 
to the probable additions to federal 
expenses 
which 
will 
have 
been 
made by the special and regular 
session of congress. 
B 
UT if the deficit finally winds 
up at 11.OOO,OOO,OOO next June, 
this would be quite an improve­ 
ment over the $2,700,0'10.000 deficit 
of the fiscal year which ended last 
June, and many observers would 
be 
gratified 
because 
the 
trend 
would be substantially downward. 
What the public little realize4, 
however, is that 
the method of 
cutting the deficit is a most un­ 
healthy one. Expenses aren ’t being 
reduced at all, in fact, the Presi­ 
dent's latest figures show they ar© 
very much higher for th© current 
fiscal year than he thought last 
January or last April that they 
would he by now. 
These increases in expense are 
dangerous, 
fiscally 
speaking, 
be­ 
cause the federal government can­ 
not hope to continue 
to collect 
such big tax receipts as it is now 
gathering. 
The 
American 
people. 
for instance, will be contributing 
during this fiscal year more than 
$1,000,000,000 
in 
social 
security 
taxes 
on 
payrolls. 
Theoretically 
this money goes Into a trust fund 


but the government is obliged by 
act of congress to Invest the funds 
in Its own bonds bearing 3) per­ 
cent Interest. So in effect the gov­ 
ernm ent issues bonds to a trust 
fund set up by the treasury book­ 
keepers here and takes the pro­ 
ceeds from the sale of these bonds 
—the 
social 
security 
cash—and 
puts it into the general receipts of 
the government as revenue receiv­ 
ed. 
So social security money acts 
like any other general tax receipt 
to swell th© Intake inasmuch as 
all the budget balances are figured 
out on a simple basis of outgo and 
income. 
It is assumed, of course, that 
when the government has to pay 
out social security expenses and 
awards, th# outgo will b© classified 
as an expense. Nevertheless the 
federal government does have the 
use for several years of reserve 
funds which will not be needed for 
outgo right away. 
I 
'H E Interesting thing about the 
President’s figures Is the con­ 
fession that actual tax receipts are 
$256,000.^00 behind the estimates. 
This is due to the erratic calculat­ 
ing done by the overenthusiastic 
new dealers in the treasury who let 
their 
arithm etic 
get 
away 
with 
them when they estimated the un­ 
distributed 
surplus 
tax and 
solf 
Mr. Roosevelt the worst gold brick 
he has ever had handed him. 
Little by little the truth comes 
out as to why such Mg errors in 
calculation 
are 
made but 
unfor­ 
tunately It takes a year or so to 
make the corrections in order to 
get other receipts as a substitute 
for the miscalculated items. 
The 
dangerous 
aspect 
of 
the 
w-hole situation is that federal ex­ 
penses are not going down, that 
th© tax burden on the whole eco­ 
nomic structure is being imposed 
in such rapid fashion as to throw* 
the price system out of balance 
aud finally that there is an impres- 
Bion created of lack of control by 
the new deal of the fiscal prob­ 
lem. 
If thp President can wind up with 
only $1,000.000,OOO deficit by next 
June, he will earn the praise of 
his fellow citizens hereabouts be­ 
cause that would hp real progress, 
relatively 
speaking.- but 
the 
un­ 
pleasant truth is that few experts 
here think he can keep it down 
even to that figure.

Wages And Hours In Congress 


^~\NE of the excuses for calling a special session of 
congress is wage and hour legislation. Since It 
is to he an important subject before congressmen, 
their own wages and hours may be worth consid­ 
ering. 
A study by Editorial Research Reports turns up the 
following interesting information about the time con­ 
gressmen put in at their work and the money th^y 
get paid for it. 
The session that ended last August was one of the 
longest in history, though it accomplished little. It 
lasted 229 days. Subtracting 32 Sundays, there were 
197 possible days of meeting. The house met on 154 
of these days and the senate on 128. Sittings in the 
house averaged 4Ss hours: 
(lie senate 3?. hours. 
Absenteeism in the senate a ©raged 15 percent 
throughout al] roll calls; in the house it was 20 per­ 
cent. In the senate the largest number of members 
answering any loll call was 92 out of a total of 96 
iii the house it was 421 out of a total of 455 Leaves 
of absence grunted in the house during th*- session 
numbered 333. Some of these were for indefinite 
periods. 
Time consumed by senate roll calls amounted to ll 
hours and 12’a legislative days of average length. 
Roll calls in the house took up 103 hours and It* 
minutes tile equivalent of almost 23 legislative da vs. 
Nearly IO percent of the senate s time was consumed 
by roll calls. Time consumed in the house was about 
15 percent. 
Senators and 
representatives 
are 
paid 
a 
flat 
$10,000 a year, regardless of the tim. they spend at 
the job. T herefore, their rate of pay p p week is 
reduced by a long session, increased by a short one. 
The regular 1937 sessiou lasted about 33 weeks. 
The special session beginning Nov. 15 will last six 
weeks. Rat© of pay for the 39 weeks will be $256.40 
a week, or about $42.75 for each working day. 
lf, as is predicted, the regular 1938 session lasts 
only till June 1—22 weeks—the rate of pay will he 
$454.55 a week. of $75.75 a day. 
In addition to salary, congressmen all get allow­ 
ances for clerk hire— $10,320 a year in the senate, 
$5,000 in the house. Each mem ber also receives $125 
for stationery", which he may spend or not. The frank­ 
ing privilege is worth about $1,500 a year. Congress­ 
men also get mileage allowance at the rate. of 20 
cents a mile.

know 
that right now Britain cannot sup­ 
port her sermons with force. Eng­ 
land is indignant about Japan's in­ 
vasion of China, worried about gen­ 
eral interference in Spain and ex­ 
asperated at trouble stirred up by 
Italy in the Near East, blit at pres­ 
ent Britain can only wait and re­ 
arm,” the speaker declared. 
France is trying to checkmate 
Italy and Germany by offering to 
keep her borders closed to Spanish 
loyalists in return for withdrawal 
of foreign "volunteers” from Gen­ 
eralissimo Franco’s army, Rabbi 
Brickner said. 
He called Germany's repeated de­ 
mands for colonies “a lot of bunk” 
and added that Hitler’s real objec­ 
tive is the wheat fields of Ukraine, 
with a pathway to them 
through 
Czechoslovakia. 
Naziism Termed ‘Insult’ 
The rabbi 
called 
German 
na­ 
tional socialism 
"an 
assault 
on 
every front of civilization, a throw­ 
back to barbarism the least import­ 
ant aspect of which is its attack on 
religion.” 
Predicting that 60.000 more Ital­ 
ian soldiers would be thrown into 


Spain within a month. Rabbi Brick­ 
ner declared Italy and Germany are 
playing a dangerous game which 
sooner or later will be halted by 
determined resistance on the part 
of democratic nations. 
Turning to Russia, the speaker 
said that in spite of the subordina­ 
tion of the individual to the state 
and the unrest caused among exec­ 
utives by widespread "purges” the 
Soviet union has made remarkable 
progress on all fronts within the 
last IO years. 
"One thing we must say is that 
Russia is a force for peace,” the 
rabbi declared. 
"Althuogh she is 
the most air-minded nation and has 
the strongest potential a’-my, sh' 
needs another 25 years of peace to 
build herself up internally. 
Touches On Far East 
In the Far East Japan seeks a 
Nipponese Monroe doctrine by con­ 
clusively defeating China.

He added that Brit­ 
ish and American boycots 
would 
not prove effective because Japan­ 
ese imports from these countries 
far exceed her exports to them. 
in a question period following his 
address, Rabbi Brickner said the 
Jewish problem in Palestine prob­ 
ably will be solved by the propos­ 
ed independent Jewish state and 
estimated 2.O0O.C0O additional Jews 
could be sent to Palestine.

Nearly a dozen persons here took 
serum as a

against 
rabies after a rabid hound bit sev- 
ernl persons and at least six dogs 
before it was destroyed by Patrol­ 
man George Nulf. 
Rabid Hound Shot 
Upon discovery that the dog was 
infected with rabies, a ban was 
declared on all canines in the city 
and stray dogs were shot on sight. 
During the quarantine 
several 
other outbreaks of rabies were ex­ 
perienced, but rigid observance of 
the restriction prevented the dis­ 
ease from taking toll of human 
life, except In the ease of Mrs. 
Ralph Heck, New Waterford-East 
Palestine road, whose death was 
attributed to reaction from treat­ 
ments taken as a precaution after 
their family dog became infected 
with rabies. 
The township quarantine, in ef­ 
fect for three weeks, was enforced 
personally by Mr. Butch, who him­ 
self shot several animals In the 
western part of the township and 
in

th© big New York show. Mr. Fields 
did not say so, but I know he be­ 
came a gn at star in New York. 
I bad heard Charlie McCarthy, 
the 
ventriloquist's dummy, 
talk 
Ing on the radio about Mr. Fields' 
red nose. When I was introduced 
I looked for this ” beacon” as 
Charlie called it, but it was not 
very red. 
I asked Mr. Fields how he really 
felt about Charlie McCarthy. 
"You know," he said. “when you 
work with the little pest you al­ 
most think of him -is a human 
being.’’ 
Mr. Field* Cracks A Joke 
Mr. Fields likes to make wise­ 
cracks. I asked him about his early 
life, and he said: 
"I was born in Philadelphia and 
had one father and one mother, 
male and female. Then I became

Reduce Transportation Costs 


U. S. Army Engineers Predict Savings Of $12,950,000 


Yearly In Recommending W aterw ay’s Construction 


Heaviest Tonnage In Nation Envisioned

WASHINGTON. Ort. 20— A canal linkink the Ohio river with Lake 
Erie, aay the arm y engineers who have recommended its construction, 
would permit transportation savings of at least $12,950,000 a year. 
Chairman J. J. Mansfield (D) of Texas, 
of the house rivers and 
harbors committee, has said such a canal probably would carry more 
tonnage than any other American-:* 
waterway, not even excluding the 
P anam a canal. 
Congress already has authorized 
the project subject to approval by 
the board of arm y engineers. Be­ 
fore the board for final action is 
the report of the w ar d ep artm e n ts 
district and division engineers rec­ 
ommending the construction. 
This report named, aa the best 
of four surveyed, the Pittsburgh- 
Ashtabula route through the Beav­ 
er, Mahoning and G rand rivers to 
a proposed lake h arb o r near the 
mouth of W heeler creek about IO 
miles 
west of Ashtabula. O. 
A 
reservoir would be created at tho 
head of the Grand river valley. 
$10,484,000 Economic Charge Seen 
T he report estim ated minimum 
annual 
transportation 
savings of 
$12,950,000 
to 
$13,910,000. 
This 
would be offset, the district en­ 
gineer estimated, by annual eco­ 
nomic 
charges 
of 
approximately 
$10,484,000, including depreciation 
and obsolescence costB, m ainten­ 
ance and operation costs of $1,045,- 
OOO and the carrying charges on 
$179,000,000, 
the 
estim ated 
total 
investm ent. 
T his still would leave clear eco­ 
nomic gains of $2,466,000 to $3.- 
426,000 annually, the report said, 
exclusive of possible flood control 
benefits. T he lover of the two esti­ 
m ates was based on “conservative" 
prospects 
for back-haul 
tonnage, 
with tho principal haul northward. 
Aside from actual appropriations 
necessary for the work, supplemen­ 
tary legislation probably would be 
required, should the board approve 
the project, to determ ine the divi­ 
sion of costs betw een the federal 
governm ent 
and 
local 
interests. 
The district report recommended 
that local Interests pay for land 
dam ages and flowage rights esti­ 
mated a t nearly $27,000,000 of the 
$179,000,000 total. 
The 
project 
would 
provide 
a 
105-mlle 
artery 
for 
heavy 
ship­ 
ments. Bituminous coal dispatched 
from the Ohio valley to the Great 
Lakes and Iron o re and limestone 
shipm ents in the opposite direction 
comprise the bulk of prospective 
tonnage for the waterway. 
“T ho estim ates of savings are 
based on tho generally accepted 
method of comparing the estim ated 
cost 
of 
waterway 
transportation 
service with the cost of existing 
rail 
transportation 
service,” 
the 
report said. 
Ultim ate Rail Benefit Seen 
“The commerce whioh would be 
attracted to a waterway would re­ 
sult 
in 
a corresponding loss in 
tonnage by the rail carriers, at 
least temporarily. However, it may 
be said that a development which 
would contribute materially to the 


general growth and prosperity of 
a region would ultim ately result In 
Indirect benefits to the railroads 
through an Increase In traffic of 
classes 
which 
involve 
relatively 
high freight rates. . . 
"The transportation benefits or 
savings are based 
on w hat are 
believed to bo “conservative as­ 
sum ptions as to unit transportation 
costs of w ater haul and average an ­ 
nual w aterw ay traffic. The under­ 
lying bacis unit cost of w ater tran s­ 
portation, with no hack haul, is 
5.2 mills a ton-mile, predicated up­ 
on 
an 
average channel or pool 
speed of 4 miles an hour and an 
average speed of 5 miles an hour 
in the sum m it reservoir in Grand 
river valley. 
“If these speeds w ere Increased 
to 4.5 and 5.5 an hour, respectively, 
the basic unit cost of w ater tran s­ 
portation on this route would be­ 
come 4.7 mills a ton-mile Instead of 
5.2 mills a ton mole . . . ” 
Applying the lower basic rate 
would result in additional savings 
of $679,400 to $803,000, the report 
said. 
The "conservative” base ra te of 
5.2 mills was adopted for the pur­ 
poses of the report, the district 
engineer said, but added that he 
“Is of the opinion that a transpor­ 
tation cost as low a ' 4 mills a ton- 
mile may be attainable for large 
fleet operations, due to improved 
plant and steady, yearly operations 
after traffic becomes established 
on the waterway."

Rigid Segregation Advised 


As Infantile Paralysis 


Outbreak Curb 


By R O Y A L 8. C O P E L A N D . M. D. 
T this tim e of the year there 
la usually a marked increase 
in the reported number of infantile 
paralysis cases. 
Epidemics of “Poliom yelitis.’’ the 
medical name for Infantile paraly­ 
sis, frequently occnr in one or an­ 
other section of the country. For­ 
tunately. these outbreaks are usual, 
ly moderate in number and vio­ 
lence. They do not Justify 
that 
fear which occurred in the last ser­ 
ious outbreak. But no matter how 
mild the epidemic, the disease still 
excites fear and even terror. Every 
parent in the neighborhood is un­ 
happy. 
The campaign against infantile 
paralysis 
continues 
dally. 
Scien­ 
tists all over the world are vigor­ 
ously engaged in research work, at­ 
tempting to determine the actual 
cause of this dreaded disease. In 
this country much work has been 
carried on in the same field. It is 
hoped that great benefits will soon 
be available, not only in the treat­ 
ment of the disease, but in its pre­ 
vention. 
May A fflict Anyone 
Although 
only two percent of 
children are likely to have this dis­ 
ease, the percentage varies in dif­ 
ferent years. W hat will happen de­ 
pends on the general health of the 
nation, as well as certain other fac­ 
tors which have not as yet been 
determined. 
The disease is not necessarily 
confined 
to 
children; 
it afflicts 
adults as well. Some persons seem 
more susceptible to it than others. 
It all depends on the lack of a nat­ 
ural immunity or protection against 
disease. Like many other diseases, 
one attack of infantile paralysis 
usually gives protection against fu­ 
ture attacks. It is well to be on 
guard against this disease, and it 
promotes safety to follow the gen­ 
eral rules of hygiene and sanita­ 
tion. 
If a child is known to have in­ 
fantile paralysis, it is imperative 
that he be kept to him self. No 


children 
should 
be permitted 
to 
play with him or enter his sick 
room. Rigid quarantine should be 
enforced to guard others from the 
disease. 


Expert Care 
Needed 
As it Is difficult to recognize the 
disease in its early stages, it is al­ 
ways best to consult a doctor as 
soon as a child or adult shows sus­ 
picious signs. Irritability, restless­ 
ness. pain and fever are signs that 
should never be ignored, whether 
infantile paralysis is about or not. 
For the victim of paralysis who 
has recovered but is disabled, spe­ 
cial exercises are now available. 
R ather complete recovery is ex­ 
pected for the adult victim of this 
disease. In certain instances sur­ 
gery 
may be advised. 
But this 
must be determined by the doctor 
because no two cases are the same.

think all of you agree that progress 
lags. 


ure, but these fade to Insignifi­ 
cance under the shadow Of the 
growing threat to our republic. 
This major Issue is so great that 
it dwarfs all minor differences and 
transcends party labels. The chal­ 
lenge to onr country today is that 
citizens lay aside all personal, fac­ 
tional and party prejudices and 
Join In the fight to preserve the 
republic. 
Through the m odern m iracle of 
radio It la possible 
for us 
to 
assemble In one great gathering, 
even though we be spread from one 
end of the nation to the other. And 
so I am using this vehicle to d is­ 
cuss 
Informally 
with 
you 
two 
events of great Im portance. 
But first, let me digress for a 
moment to review some of the 
circumstances leading up to these 
events which so vitally affect the 
lives of all of us. 
During the past months I have 
received hundreds and thousands 
of letters earnestly Inquiring why 
I have remained silent so long, 
would like to take a 
tell you why.

Court Stand Rapped 


First, I believe that under normal 
conditions, when a man has been 
elected to public office, good taste 
and good governm ent demand that 
we give him free rein to establish 
those policies which he promised 
the voters In order to secure their 
votes. 
Frankly, I had hoped that 
after election we might consolidate 
th e gains this country had made in 
a new vision of civic righteousness. 
Last December, after election, I 
called on the president in W ashing­ 
ton and told him that I wished to 
do my part to create a spirit of 
harmony and solidarity among us 
as a people. 
Then, suddenly, last February, 
without 
warning, 
the 
President 
made an attem pt to control the de­ 
cisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Just at the time 
when be were trying to heal the 
scars of class consciousness, Just 
at the time when he hoped a world 
torn by war and threats of war, 
would feel th at we were a country 
at peace at home, he Instituted a 
b itter controversy that shook this 
nation to Its foundations. 
But once more I remained silent 
I felt it my patriotic duty to do 
nothing which would give anyone 
an opportunity to make a partisan 
issue out of this great crisis. 


Lag In Progress Cited 


That makes it unanimous; 
so 
one of the outstanding questions 
in America today is ‘‘Why does 
progress lag?” 
The President has said th at we 
must accept one of two alterna­ 
tives. 
We must take his personal 
form of governm ent—we must give 
him more and more power. 
We 
must coerce congress. 
We must 
submerge the Supreme Court. We 
must 
strike 
down 
anyone 
who 
raises a voice of objection to the 
way he does things. 
We must do all these things or 
else go back to the old order of 
things- -back to manipulation by 
‘‘malefactors 
of 
great 
wealth,” 
back to sweat shops, back to star­ 
vation wages. Of course, if people 
believe that we m ust either have a 
one-man government or social and 
economic chaos, there Is no ques­ 
tion a* to what their choice is go­ 
ing to be. 
The m anner in which Mr. Roose­ 
velt puts the question reminds me 
of the lawyer who said to a wit­ 
ness, ‘‘Have you stopped beating 
your wife? 
Answer yes or no." 
The real 
question 
facing this 
country today is, “Why do we lag 
In social progress?” 
I am going to tell you why I be­ 
lieve social progress lags, and I 
believe I can prove It to you be 
yond all question of doubt 
The real reason why progress 
has lagged in America during the 
last four and one-half years la the 
failure of the President at the 
United States to follow our con­ 
stitutional method of government 
and his failure as an adm inistra­ 
tor. 
The President says that constitu­ 
tional methods are too slow—I. 
takes too long to do things in the 
way the Constitution prescribes. 
But, I submit that if we had fol­ 
lowed constitutional methods we 
would have made many times aa 
much progress as we have made 
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during Mr. Roosevelt’s adm inistra­ 
tion. 
I would like to point out that 
Mr, Roosevelt’s career as president 
divides itself into two parts: The 
first phase of his career deals with 
the first few months when he was 
in office, from 
March, 1933, 
to 
July, 1933. 
Durng those few months he per­ 
formed commendable service, He 
rose to the emergency with em er­ 
gency action. He fed the hungry— 
he sheltered the h ornets— he re­ 
placed fear with confidence and 
hope. 


Reform Different Story 


Then came the second period: 
The period of working out a far 
seeing, 
long 
range 
program 
of 
social reform. This was a different 
situation. This required a different 
type of ability. This was a Job 
which required quiet, hard, palp­ 
itating work. 
During the first four months of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s adm inistration In­ 
dustrial production rose 37 percent. 
Things 
began 
to hum. Industry 
was picking up. People were re­ 
gaining their confidence. 
Then came Mr. Roosevelt’s first 
Important piece of supposedly tem- 
porary social legislation, namely 
the NRA. What happened? Pro­ 
gress stopped. We began to slide 
back. We lost most of what we had 
gained. And this has been repeated 
many times. 
Now, as I have said, the leg in 
social 
progress 
is 
due 
to 
Mr. 
Rooseveut’s failure to follow con­ 
stitutional methods. Let me dwell 
on this point for Just a moment 
because It may clarify our entire 
present situation. 
Under our constitutional method, 
the President makes recommenda­ 
tions to congress. He turns over 
the drafting of legislation to the 
legislators. Members of congress 
investigate all phases thoroughly. 
They hold public hearings. 
They 
allow almost everyone who Is In­ 
terested to come In and have his 
say. They discuss the pitfalls, the 
loopholes, all the things that may 
go wrong. They listen particularly 
to the opposition—to the people 
who don’t want the legislation. 
Incidentally, this Is a phase that 
Mr. Roosevelt does not seem to un­ 
derstand. He does not want to let 
the opposition talk. 
But lf you ask any man who un­ 
derstands drafting legislation, he 
w ill.tell you that the opposition Is 
your biggest help. They tell yon all 
the things that are wrong. They 
tell you all the reasons why it 
won’t work. They give you the In­ 
formation that enables you to plug 
up the loopholes and draft a law 
that will work after it Is passed. 


Inexperience Rapped 


Now this may seem a slow, tire­ 
some method, In term s of weeks or 
months, but lf you look back over 
a period of four and one-half year*. 
It would have been very rapid In­ 
deed. lf through that method we 
had obtained some legislation that 
was workable. 
But what did Mr. Roosevelt do? 
He refused to call In able legisla­ 
tors with years of experience. He 
turned drafting of the legislation 
over to some college sophomores. 
He handed It to congress In a pack­ 
age and said In effect: ‘Pass It this 
way without crossing a ‘t’ or dot­ 
ting an ‘I.'” 
For example: When the NRA 
was passed his avowed purposes 
met with approval. But the NRA 
did not work. As everyone knows. 
It was a m iserable failure. Don t 
take my word alone for 
this. Ask 
Mr. Roosevelt himself. He admits 
that it failed, but excuses it all on 
the basis that it was well-intended. 
Yet, despite the fact that NRA 
did not work in practice, Mr. Roos- 
evelt continues to insist upon adop­ 
tion of its theory in one from or 
another, thus, making the same mis. 
take over and over again. 
The social securiety act is an­ 
other example of the same policy. 
It is well-intended. It Is something 
that is necessary In our country. 
There are many men who have 
studied this problem 
for 
years. 
Practically everyone of them dis­ 
agreed. not with the Idea, but with 
the form Mr. Roosevelt was Jam­ 
ming through. For social security 
is at least one thing in which all 
citizens should be treated equally. 
The present law does not do so. It 
will be changed to correct its er­ 
rors when it Is dealt with intelli­ 
gently. 
This Is necessary because Mr. 
Roosevelt failed to follow constitu­ 
tional procedure in drafting It. 
Let us next consider the ques­ 
tion of relief. I do not need to tell 
you that relief has been made a 
political football. 
You have seen 
examples all around you. 


Constitution, instead of being a 
horse and buggy, is a roaring mo­ 
tor car, compared to the progress 
we have been making. 
Now, I would like to make a pre­ 
diction—prediction about the Wag. 
ner labor act. Again, "bis heart may 
be In thee right place.” Again, bls 
intentions 
were 
the best In the 
world. 
But 
again 
constitutional 
procedure was not followed. 
And I want to make this predic­ 
tion: That once more you will find 
an 
unworkable, 
m essedup 
piece 
of legislation that will have to be 
done all over again. 
True, it Is a step In the right 
direction. It Is 
a move In- the di­ 
rection 
of 
collective 
bargaining. 
Despite 
Its 
present 
weaknesses 
and fallings, we should place our 
feet squarely upon this act. 
The 
wisdom and fairness of the people 
will eventually bring about a mod­ 
ification 
so 
that the justice and 
equality of all rights, icluding that 
of the public, will be recognized. 


far more dangerous than the same 
tendencies In dealing with domes­ 
tic matters. 


Labor Policies Dangerous 


But at the present time, there 
are many lawyers In this country 
(not 
corporation lawyers, but la­ 
bor lawyers) who will tell yon that 
they have already found so many 
holes In it that it looks like a sieve. 
Here. again, a worthy cause will 
be seriously hurt, lf It Is not cor­ 
rected Immediately. 
Incidentally. I suppose next week, 
I will be accused by the adminis­ 
tration of being antl-Jabor because 
I dared to criticize the W agner 
act. 
But, if I am thus -accused, 
I will have plenty of company, for 
our recognized labor leaders are 
criticizing the operation of the act. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s policies In deal­ 
ing with labor problems have not 
only been unsatisfactory, they have 
been dangerous. It is his specific 
duty to maintain order when local 
authorities do not do so. It is 
his 
duty to 
protect the working man. 
It is his duty to protect property. 
But 
when 
trouble 
came, 
he 
again 
failed 
to 
follow the Con­ 
stitution. 
He 
failed 
to 
protect 
either the men or the property. Of 
course, the property can be restor­ 
ed. 
But the deplorable thing was, he 
did not protect human life. Men 
were shot 
and clubbed. And, ac­ 
cording to press reports the Presi­ 
dent shrugged his stoulders. 
He 
said it. was a local affair. He said: 
“A plague on 
both their houses,” 
and went on another vacation. 
Now I want to give you an ex­ 
ample of what happens when a 
piece of social legislation is drafted 
according 
to 
constitutional 
pro­ 
cedure by men who really under­ 
stand the art of drafting legisla­ 
tion. 
• 
About the year 1905 New York 
state took up the question of revis­ 
ing insurance laws for the protec­ 
tion of Insurance companies and 
tho protection of policyholders. A 
certain small group of men at­ 
tacked 
the 
problem. 
And 
after 
months of arduous toll (It may 
have seemed awfully long at the 
time), they worked outga program 
of legislative reform. That law is 
still In effect with only slight mod­ 
ifications. The same basic law has 
been adopted by many other states. 
Twenty-five years later our coun­ 
try was struck by the greatest de­ 
pression In the memory of living 
man. Those insurance companies, 
Incorporated in states which had 
drafted similar laws, represented 
the one investment of the average 
man that stood up. 
There Is one man In the United 
States to whom we can be thankful 
as much as to anyone else for this 
great piece of social legislation 
that stood the test of a generation. 
and that man is Mr. Charles Evans 
Hughes, chief justice of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States. 
It was Chief Justice Hughes, head­ 
ing an Investigation, who made 
recommendations from which our 
sound insurance policy was built. 


Unemployment Plagues 


Black Case Reviewed 


Unemployment was our biggest 
problem when Mr. Rooseveelt came 
Into office in 1933. It Is still our 
biggest problem. I believe we are 
morally worse off 
now than we 
were then, 
because at that time 
everyone at least wanted to work 
if he could find a Job. 
The present policy of relief may 
be all right for those who want to 
stay on relief, but to the self-re­ 
specting man there can be only one 
question: When do we go back to 
work ? 
There 
Is 
another 
situation In 
America 
today which is holding 
back 
Industrial recovery perhaps 
more than any 
one single thing, 
and that Is taxes. 
Not 
just 
the 
amount of taxes, but the confusion 
over taxes. No one knows from one 
year to the next what is going to 
happen. How can the country go 
ahead under such conditions? 
Isn't it time, instead of Jaunting 
across the country, that someone 
stayed home long enough to work 
out a program of tax legislation 
that would not have to be changed 
every year? 
Ladles and gentlemen: I think 
we are all glad to find a growing 
sentiment that 
the 
Constitution 
works when you give it a chance 
to work. I believe you must be re­ 
alising by now that our geod old 


But there Is another tradition in 
which our constitutional form of 
government, which holds that when 
a man is to be appointed to an 
Important, non-elective office he 
shall be subm itted to the scrutiny 
and white light of public hearings. 
The spirit of our Constitution like 
our m arriage ceremony, states that 
if anyone has reason to show why 
a man sbold not be appointed to 
a public office, ‘‘let him come for­ 
ward and speak.” 
I am referring to Justice Hugo 
Black. 
I think it is fitting to refer to 
this because it is another case in 
which constitutional procedure was 
ignored. There wa* a demand for 
public hearing, not only on the 
part of private citizens, but by 
United States senators. But the 
administration used all its mighty 
power to prevent such public hear­ 
ings—to prevent the operation of 
our constitutional methods of gov­ 
ernment. 
Now*, regardless of what side you 
take in this case. I believe every­ 
one agrees that if the Constitution 
had been followed, all of the in­ 
formation concerning 
Mr 
Black 
would have been presented to the 
American public before Mr. Black 
was confirmed. 
This is one of the Important In­ 
cidents to which I referred. I think 
it illustrates graphically that the 
Constitution does work when you 
give It a chance to work. 
And now I come to the second 
point of tremendous importance to 
our country: 
the 
second 
point 
which I said I wanted to discuss 
with you this evening. I have point­ 
ed out the lag In social progress 
which has been caused bv failure 
to follow the spirit of our Consti­ 
tution. These mistakes have been 
costly. They hava set us back re­ 
peatedly. but they can be correct­ 
ed. 
Now, however, we are faced with 
a situation where he may make a 
m istake that 
would 
indeed 
be 
tragic, that might lead to war. The 
President’s Impulsive quarter-back­ 
ing. his readiness to assume the 
responsibility of a one-man gov. 
ernm ent in international affair*, is 


How Far Will He Go? 


Rightly, we may ask the question 
the world Is asking: How far does 
he intend to go? 
In a recent declaration of bls 
International policy, Mr. Roosevelt 
said that lf the rest of the world 
is at war. quote “let no one im­ 
agine America can escape peace­ 
fully.” 
He spoke of quarantines, which 
mean either economic sanctions or 
blockade. 
Our 
experience 
with 
Italy has proven the Ineffective­ 
ness of economic 
sanctions 
and 
blockade means war. The state­ 
ment that America cannot escape 
peacefully when the rest of the 
world Is at war sounds Just like 
what we were told in 1917. 
By the time the special session 
of congress convenes It is to be 
hoped the 
President 
will 
have 
thought out what he proposes to 
do. Close observers have Increasing 
doubts if be thought hts recent dec­ 
laration through to its logical con­ 
clusion. 
Moreover, congress 
adopted 
a 
neutrality act at the last session. 
The President took It upon him­ 
self to repeal the principle of the 
act. Now, the Job for the congress 
will be to decide whether th* Pres­ 
ident’s own policy is to be follow­ 
ed or whether we are to adhere to 
the policies which the last con­ 
gress adopted. 
I am not surprised 
that 
the 
American people have been willing 
to grape at anything that might 
appear to be new and different. We 
must remember that it is hard to 
think straight on an emtpy stom ­ 
ach. 
We 
must 
remember 
that 
when you ere cold and hungry and 
you don’t know where your next 
meal is coming from, you cafft be­ 
come very much Interested In ab­ 
stract principles of government. 
But now we have had ample 
time to wind out how some of the 
new theories are working out. We 
have had time to appreciate that 
social progress would have been 
years ahead today if we had fol­ 
low constitutional methods during 
the last four and one-half years. 
I do not believe in the Constitu­ 
tion because I think it Is sacred. I 
reverence it because It is so in­ 
tensely practical—because It works 
when you give It a chance to work. 
We have heard too much lately 
about liberty and freedom as some­ 
thing belonging to the mind and to 
the soul. 
Liberty and freedom, 
after aJl, are merely means to an 
end. 


something concrete, tangible and 
immedaltely beneficial. 
Today it 
must mean something Just as defin­ 
ite to us if we are to fight for its 
preservation. 
Liberty and freedom should en­ 
able all who want to work to get 
good jobs at good wages. 
Liberty and freedom should mean 
that a man have leisure to spend 
with his wife and children and the 
right to an old age of peace and 
comfort. 
Freedom must mean that with 
reasonable effort a man can ac­ 
quire these things as a m atter of 
right and not because some kind­ 
hearted employer is willing to let 
him have them. 
Liberty and freedom should mean 
a fair distribution of the rew ards 
of production and should prevent 
an 
unhealthy 
concentration 
of 
wealth and economic power in in­ 
dividual hands or government. 
Liberty and freedom should mean 
that a man may have the oppor­ 
tunity to acquire possessions of hts 
own, business of his own, and that 
the corner grocer or the little fac­ 
tory worker will not be discrim in­ 
ated against, either by great privi­ 
leged competitors or by govern­ 
ment. 
Liberty and freedom should mean 
the right to a fair earning power 
and a decent standard of living to 
the farmer. 
Liberty and freedom should mean 
the right to support a government 
which provides the opportunity to 
happiness and economic security 
and the free choice to criticize or 
oppose it if a man does not agree 
with it. 
And of course, liberty and free­ 
dom must mean the opportunity to 
worship as one’s conscience dic­ 
tates, and the right to a fair trial.

Solve Own Problems 


This is the kind of liberty and 
freedom that you and I and the Re­ 
publican party of today stand for. 
If our party did not stand for these 
things, you and I would not want 
to be Republicans. 
But there Is one additional fea­ 
ture that distingulshee us. 
We be­ 
lieve that we can solve our prob­ 
lems as free men under a constitu­ 
tional government, in which we 
have a voice in the solution of our 
problems. 
We do not believe we are help­ 
less, incom petent and unable to 
solve our own problems. 
We do 
not believe we must turn our prob­ 
lems over to any one man to tell 
us what we m ust do in order to be 
wise and competent. 
We do not believe that It Is 
necessary to give up what we al­ 
ready have In order to gain addii 
tional things we want. 
During the first few months of 
Mr. Roosevelt's adm inistration, he 
awakened a new social conscious­ 
ness. 
I was In sincere sympathy 
and agreem ent with many of the 
purposes set forth. 
, 
But I now must say something 
that I regret to adm it Mr. Roose­ 
velt Is a changed man. He Is not 
the man who was elected In 1932. 
It is apparent that Mr. Roosevelt 
is going through the same process 


that transpired In the life of every 
man in history who was given too 
much power. Power feeds on power 
—today, just as it did in the days 
of Julius Caesar. 
And, while I feel that Mr. Roose­ 
velt should be given every honor 
that is due him, the time has come 
when we must change our methods 
in W ashington. 
Every fair-minded 
man must concede that many of 
the questions Mr. Roosevelt has 
asked are proper, but It must also 
be 
conceded 
that 
his 
answers 
don’t work. 
When congress convened in the 
last session there were many im­ 
portant pieces of legislation press­ 
ing for enactment. 
But what did 
Mr. Roosevelt do? He wasted prac­ 
tically the entire session of con­ 
gress of 1937 fighting to get more 
power for himself. 
Now the President has just called 
a special session of congress. 
In 
making his announcement he out­ 
lined commendable purposes. 
We 
all agree with them. 
That makes 
It unanimous again. 
But how is 
he going to achieve them? First, of 
course, he asks for more power. 
His 
government 
reorganization 
bill, regardless of what he has said 
about It, has for its main purpose 
the placing of practically every 
federal employe under the thumb 
of the President, to be hired and 
fired at his discretion. It would al­ 
so place the semi-judicial commis­ 
sions under the control of the ex­ 
ecutive. 
It will precipitate another con­ 
troversy just as im portant as that 
which occurred in regard to tho 
Supreme Court, because once again 
he strikes at the very heart of con­ 
stitutional 
representative 
govern­ 
ment. 
I have pointed out to you the dif­ 
ferent ways in which our president 
has violated the letter and spirit 
of the Constitution. I have proven 
to you in each case our country un­ 
mistakably would have been better 


off if he had followed the Consti­ 
tution. 
From this there can be only o t ^ 
conclusion: If we are to go forw atE 
from here, it must be under the 
practical guidance of that great 
document. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
asks 
for 
more 
power, and still more power, to ac­ 
complish his purposes. As long as 
he uses lack of power as an alibi, 
we will never make any real prog­ 
ress. Most of the mistakes he has 
made have been made because he 
has been given too much power. 
W hat he really needs is less 
power—a position that will force 
him to take the advice and counsel 
of other men of both parties — 
men whose hearts also are in the 
right place, but men who have had 
more experience and who know 
more about the practical applica­ 
tion of government than he does. 
We have had a new deal. Now 
what we most need in America is 
a new yardstick—a yardstick to 
measure the ability and the ac­ 
complishments, as well as the good 
intentions, of public officials. 
It is time to put a solid founda­ 
tion of workable legislation under 
the air castles which the President 
is forever blowing. 
It is time to realize that we must 
apply the resources of the mind if 
we are to m ake the wishes of the 
heart come true.
